+ Qfever was added to list of
notifiable diseases.

« Amebiasis and toxic shock syndrome
were deleted from the list of
notifiable diseases.

« Thedéefinition of “animal biteto
humans’ was revised to "animal bite
to humans by a potentially rabid
animal resulting in a county health
department or state health office
recommendation for post-exposure
prophylaxis, or by a nonhuman
primate”.

« Pesticide poisoning is now referred
to as “pesticide-related illness or
injury.”

Poisoning Prevention (CLPP) Program is
pleased to announce that National
Childhood Lead Poisoning Prevention Week
will be October 22" to October 28™. The
county is celebrating this year's event in the
downstairs lobby of the Stephen P. Clark
Center. Staff from county agencies,
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including the Miami-Dade Water and Sewer
Department and the Miami-Dade County
Health Department (MDCHD), will be
available at the booth from Monday to
Friday October 23" to 27". Staff and
volunteers from MDCHD and Weed and
Seed, a community project to revitalize the
Liberty City area, will also be going door to
door in neighborhoods such as Liberty City
and Little Haiti, where we have had the
largest number of children with lead
poisoning reported to us. The staff and
volunteers will teach parents about lead
poisoning prevention and the importance of
getting their children screened. Beginning
October 27", posters encouraging parents to
have their children screened for lead
poisoning will be posted in 200 buses and
Metrorail carsfor 10 months. Providers may
be receiving calls from concerned parents
requesting lead tests for their children.
